REMARKS 

In the Office Action mailed July 21, 2004, the Examiner indicated that newly 
proposed claims 8 and 9 would be allowed if submitted in a separate, timely filed 
amendment cancelling the non-allowable claims. Accordingly, claims 1-7 are 
cancelled with claims 8 and 9 being added. The subject matter set forth in certain of 
the cancelled claims will be the subject of a continuation or a continuation-in-part 
application.
